At 
least one of the plurality of slots can be considered a cannula making the element cannulated. Regarding the applicant's argument that 
Lue does not teach increasing the pitch of the threads is not persuasive. The examiner is not changing the pitch of the threads. The 
examiner is simply stating that threaded bore of Leu can be interpretted as partially threaded because the bore could include more threads 
if the pitch count of the bore were increased. Since more threads can be included in the bore the bore can be interpretted as partially 
threaded..
